The statement follows: 


No locality is greater than the 
p eop le who liv e in it. 
A city *s fam- 
i ed for what its p eop le*can do. Rush­ 
v ille p eop le hav e sp ecialised in the 
building of 
fine 
residences 
and 
streets, because they 
hav e 
made 
beauty an ideal and hav e held to it 
at all times. 
There is no danger of 
our going hack in this resp ect. 


Hut we do need recognition along 
another line, one* in 
which 
other 
< ities are far ahead of a s. In most 
of the cities we know, the first thing 
to which the citizens p oint with p ride 
and 
the thing of which we think 
when its name is mentioned is tlie 
nark or building which some great 
hearted, p ublic sp irited citizen has 
giv en for the p ublic good. 
We are 
sadly lacking in this sort of fame. 
We hav e wealthy and 
well-to-do 
citizens o ur'c o unty has bred; hut 
where are the p arks, the hosp itals, 
the churches, the libraries, that their 
generosity has giv en us out of their 
p lenty ? 


It is in soul be a uty ,th at we are 
lacking. 
We need some p ublic gifts 
from our wealthier 
citizens, 
and 
Rushv ille will take her rightful p lace 
as the best sp irited as well as the 
most beautiful city in this region. 


We do not need any million dollar 
buildings, nor any gifts as great as 
that. 
We need a few’ hundred dol­ 
lars for a p ublic p lay ground and we 
need from ten to fifteen thousand 
dollars to build a substantial audi­ 
torium. 
When we hav e these, we 
can rest on our laurels and feel that 
w’e hav e surp assed our neighbors. 
We need these things tliis summer. 
Shall we get them? 
We need the auditorium for p oli­ 
tical meetings, 
church 
meetings, 
farm ers institutes, lecture courses, 
entertainments, 
corn 
shows 
and 
other agricultural ex hibits, o ratori­ 
cal 
contests, 
p lay s, 
conv entions, 
(and Rushv ille is going to hav e many 
of these) and m any other 
p ublic 
meetings. 
There is no 
p erson in 


R us h county but needs an auditor­ 
ium at least a few times during the 
y ear. 
It is the cry ing need of our 
city and county . 
Its benefit would 
be far bey ond its cost. 
The auditorium should be a p lain 
building of brick or concrete, with 
a light durable roof, without p osts 
inside, with a stage 
suitable 
for 
p lay s, though it is not an 
op era 
house, with banked seats on the sides 
a gallery at one end, and the main 
floor should be op en and lev el for 


ex h ib its where light chairs may he 
p laced for meetings, something like 
4he coliseum. 
It should seat 
from 
1.200 to 2,000 p eop le. 
Such a building is .easily within 
the means of Rushv ille p eop le and 
we must hav e it. 
We need a suit­ 
able location and the building will 
not cost ov er three times th at much 
additional. 
Stock at $25 a share 
should sell in cp ianities sufficient to 
finish the amount, and we should 
hav e what w’e need, an auditorium.

This is about the same as the other 
ounties in this region, with the ex - 
ep tion of Hancock. There, as com- 
>ared with the state av erages, the 
% 
issessments wrere low on horses, c a t­ 
tle and farm imp lements and about 
hundred dollars low on a atom©- 
liles.

called attention to this 
the other day in a letter to the Han- 
oek county hoard. 


The state hoard has been busy a n­ 
swering questions 
which 
p erp lex ed 
boards of rev iew and called on the 
ittom ey general to return some de- 
isions to reliev e them of the work 
The question that arises most is 
whether each p erson in a p artner- 
p is entitled to 
an 
ex emp tion 
real estate. 
Mr. Honan 
answered 
this question as follows:

brother and sisters hold real estate 
tenants in common, they

Answering a ¡Second question, the 
attorney general said.

and wife own land by entireties and 
claim a mortgage deduction of $7 00 
on this land, then neither of them is 
entitled to any further deduction on 
lands of which each is the sole own­ 
er.’’ 


Mr. Honan answers other 
ques­ 
tions as follows: 


“ If either a man or his wife claims 
a mortgage ex emp tion to the ex tent 
of $7 00, up on p rop erty indiv idually 
owned by such p erson, then the other 
is not entitled to an ex emp tion in 
any amount on p rop erty 
held 
by 
them both as tenants by entireties. 


“I know’ of no reason why a p a rt­ 
nership is not entitled to a mortgage 
deduction the same as an indiv idual. 
See. 10162. 
Burns Statutes, 19 14, 
p rov ides that a co-p artnership shall 
he treated as an indiv idual for the 
p urp oses of assessing p rop erty . See. 
1019 5, Burns 
Statutes, 
19 14. 
de­ 
fines the meaning of ‘p erson’ as used 
in the tax statutes.’’
